REMARKS 

The present application includes claims 1-28. By this Amendment, Applicant 
elects claims 1-5 and 13-28 for examination and cancels claims 6-12. The Applicant 
reserves the right to pursue claims 6-12 in a separate divisional appUcation. The 
Applicant also notes, the Examiner's communication of February 9, 2007 paragraph 4 
states that a telephone call was made to Robert Patch on February 2, 2007 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement. The Applicant beheves this to be an 
error as Robert Patch is not an attorney of record for this Application. Apphcant wishes 
to note that Attorney Brian Bianco did speak with the Examiner on February 2, 2007 
regarding the restriction requirement and at that time did not make an oral election.
